At the last regular m eeting of 
the Commissioners Court of Jones 
County the group voted to termi 
nat# the contract with the Fish 
and Wildlife Service for a county 
predatory animal trapper, effec 
tive Septem ber I. 
Charlie M yatt 
has been employed as county trap­ 
per for the past J ear, and accord 
ing to the Commissioners Court 
he ha* done an excellent job. 
In speaking for the Commission 
cr* Court. Judge ll. G. Andrew 
Jr. states that the cost of the wolf 
trapper has grown out of propor 
tion to the recd. 
Ile cites that 
as an example, bat month the 
trapper reported killine three coy 
otes. 
The county pays $156 per 
month on the trapper's salary cost 
of $311 per month.

Burleson Named 
To Committee on 
Hatch Act Inquiry 


Congressman 
O m ar 
Burleson, 
chairm an of the com m ittee on 
Houae adm inistration, this week 
announced plans to form a special 
sub-committee to look Into the 
Hatch act and related laws per­ 
taining to federal electsona. 
Burleson said: “The H atch act 
was passed some 18 year* ago 
when there w m a tremendous fed­ 
eral public works program under­ 
way, and has never been revised 
to meet changing conditions. The 
law was originally designed to pro­ 
tect employees of the government 
from political pressures of offi­ 
cials and, at the same time, pro­ 
tect government from greater bu­ 
reaucratic control through those 
employees, but has since become 
outmoded. 
Many agencies have 
varying interpretations of the act, 
which creates confusion. The idea 
of 
the 
federal 
government re­ 
stricting the political activities of 
our state and local employees, who 
are under the provisions of the 
Hatch act, la extremely obnoxious. 
The dificulty in enforcem ent of 
the act displays its weaknesses, 
«nd the penalty features are vi­ 
cious. 
"Few persons realize just how 
far the Hatch act reaches into the 
state and local domain. 
All state 
and local employees whose salaries 
are derived in part from federal 
funds are under the restrictions 
of the Hatch act. 
Employee or­ 
ganizations. federal officials and 
even the Civil Service Commis­ 
sion which la charged with ad­ 
m inistering the H atch act, recog­ 
nize the need for adjustment*. 
"Principal objective of the study 
is to inaugurate changes which 
will insure the greatest possible 
freedom 
of political aetivij^ to 
the greatest poaaible num ber of 
persons whose political activities 
are now restricted, consistent with 
the preservation of governmental 
efficiency and im partiality.”

Many workers will go back 
to work this fall to help balance 
the income-outgo equation. 
On a bigger scale Texas school 
agencies and adm inistrators have 
the problem of the "old woman 
who lived in the shoe.” 
They 
have so many children they don’t 
know w hat to do. 
Their problem 
cf trying to balance school facili­ 
ties against school needs is com­ 
plicated by the fact that one side 
of the equation -needs 
keeps on 
growing. 


Some 1,885,640 children are ex­ 
pected to enroll this month.

Good Progress Being Made on Getting 
Rigbt-df-Way for Fisher County Roads 


At the last regular meeting of 
the Commissioners Court of Jones 
County the group voted to termi­ 
nate the contract with the Fish 
and Wildlife Service for a county 
predatory animal trapper, effec­ 
tive September I. 
Charlie Myatt 
has been employed as county trap­ 
per for the past year, and accord­ 
ing to tho Commissioners Court, 
he has dore an excellent job. 
In speaking for the Commission­ 
ers Court. Judge ll. G. Andrews 
Jr. states that the cost of the wolf 
trapper has grown out of propor­ 
tion to the reed. 
Tie cites that 
as an example, list month the 
trapper rejjorted killing three coy­ 
otes. 
The county pays $156 per 
month on the trapper'* salary cost 
of $311 per month. 
This figures 
better than $100 for each coyote 
killed. 
Action of the court was pre­ 
cipitated 
by the increase from 
$156 to $175 as the county’s part 
of the coat. 
The Commissioners Court will 
keep clote watch of the situat on 
and if the predatory animal*, in­ 
crease to such an extent that it 
would be economically feasible to 
hire a wolf trapper, then at that 
time the need will be reconsidered 
and the program renewed, Judge 
Andrews said. 


Burleson Named 
To Committee on 
Hatch Act Inquiry' 


Congnuvsman 
Omar Burleson, 
chairman of the committee on 
House administration, this week 
announced plans to f. nm a spec,ii 
sub-commit tee to kx)k into the 
Hatch aet and related laws per­ 
taining to federal election*. 
Burleson said: "The Hatch aet 
was passed some 18 year* ago 
when there was a tremendous fed­ 
eral public works program under­ 
way, and has never been revised 
to meet changing conditions. The 
law was originally designed to pro­ 
tect employees of the government 
from political pressures of offi­ 
cials and, at the same time, pro­ 
tect government from greater bu­ 
reaucratic control through those 
employee*, hut has since become 
outmoded. 
Many agencies have 
varying intel pret at ions of the act, 
which creates confusion. The Idea 
of 
the federal government 
re­ 
stricting the political activities of 
our state and local employees, who 
are under the provisions of the 
Hatch act, Vc extremely obnoxious. 
The dificulty in enforcement of 
the act displays its weaknesses, 
and the penalty features are vi­ 
cious. 
“Few persons realize Just how 
far the Hatch act reaches into the 
state and local domain. 
All state 
and local employees whose salaries 
are derived In part from federal 
funds are under the restrictions 
of the Hatch act. 
Employee or­ 
ganizations. federal officials and 
even the Civil Service Commis­ 
sion which ta charged with ad­ 
ministering the Hatch act, recog­ 
nize the need for adjustments. 
''Principal objective of the study 
is to inaugurate changes which 
will insure the greatest possible 
freedom of political activij^ to 
the greatest possible number of 
persons whose political activities 
are now restricted, consistent with 
the preservation of governmental 
efficiency and impartiality.”

Sadlak has developed his plan in full detail, 
and has shown how such reductions are pos­ 
sible, largely because of the growth in ex­ 


pected revenues that wa come frcm individual 
expansion, and can be accomplished without 


depriving the government of needed revenue. 
The Sadlak reforms, of course, are not con­ 
fined to small business. They would work to 
‘i t benefit of la ^ e business, t:n and to tho 
benefit of every! .taxpaying family. 
But it is 


interesting that a leader of organized small 
business should find that this is the best of 
all programs yet offered—and superior in ev­

"driving too feat for conditions 
accounted for 58 per cent of the 
rural fatal accidents In Texas dur­ 
ing 1969.” 
When asked for th* chances of 
survival at various speeds, the 
traffic safety expert gave the 
following figures: 
"At CO miles per hour—the day­ 
light speed limit in Texas—if the 
motorist 
has an accident, the 
chances of someone being killed 
ar* about one in 30. 
“If th* speed is stepped up to 
75 miles per hour, the chances of 
survival are only one in eight. 
“On the other hand, to reduce 
the speed to 45 miles per hour, 
will increase the odds to one In 75.
